2. Claims 18-19 and 2 1 -24 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims of U.S. Patent No. 
6,621,404. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct 
from each other because US '404 claims 1-2 and 6-9 delineate substantially the same elements 
where the only method step is the step of "forming the poly silicon layer" and such a layer or any 
layer of the product must be obviously formed in order to make the product. Note that the 
Examiner is aware that a restriction requirement was made in the parent '404 but the method 
claims there were not the same as now involved here.
